A-NEVADA CAVE, 


Millions Upen Millions of Pure Gold and 
Silver.

Carson, Nev., Nov. 27.—For many years 
there has been living in the Walker River range 
Hl mountains a man named Algernon B. Grant, 
who very rarely sought the haunts or habita- 
tigns of white men. His ostensible occupation 
was prospecting for precious metals, but the 
fact of his long and uninterrupted residence in 
these wilds pointed e fact of his non-success 
in that direction. Grant was in this city 


| afew days since, and tlie following is an ex- 


tract from his wonderful and interesting his- 
tory. Heisa native of Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, having been born there in 1825, He was 
sent to Harvard College, where he graduated 
in 1846, second in his class. In 1851 he was ad- 
mitted to practice in the Supreme Court of 
Kentucky. He enjoyed a lucrative practice in 
that city until the breaking out of the Rebellion, 
when he entered the Cofnfederate re- 
ceiving a commission as Major in one of the 
Kentucky regiments. In the meantime Grant 
bad married and gathered a little family around 
him. These he at that time had taken to the 
southern portion of Kentucky, and placed them 
under the protection of relatives.

WHY SILVER WAS DEMONETIZED. 
Part of the question whether silver should 
be monetized is the history of how it came 
to be demonetized. Part of that history was 
the fact that the coinage of the silver dollar, 
whicu had been the unit of money value in 
this country from 1792, had been prohibited, 
and the dollar demonetized, for more than 
two years before the country generally heard 


"of the proceeding. The information—the 


knowledge that such an important step had 

been taken—was confined to the few officals 
who had taken part in the proceeding. The 
demonetization of silver was the result of 
twodegislative acts, one m February, 187, 

and the other in 1874. The President who 
signed the law did not know what had 
been done, and eight@months afterwards 

wrote an elaborate prediction of the good 
results of silver coinage, which coinage had 
already been repealed! The demonetization 
of silver was a great wrong upon the country, 

and, being accomplished secretly, was afraud 
which of necessity must bave been planned 


and carried through with precautions against 


discovery. The act was not made public gen- 
erally until the close of 1875, when, silver 
becoming available for coining, it was dis- 
covered that the law no longer permitted it. 
This scandalous history of demonetization 
furnished of itself a strong reason why the 
law of silver legal-tender should be restored. 
So strong hat been this appeal that the or- 
gans of the gold-brokers, and especially the 
Nation, have been denying the history of the 
aBeret abolition of the silver-dollar coinage, 
and the establishment of an exclusive gold 
coin as legal-tender. One week we were told 


The report of the Superintendent of the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal should fasten the 
attention of the State and city authorities to 
the actual damage done, and the still greater 
danger threatened, by the so-called Ogden 
Ditch. This ditch was dug by Messers. Oepzn 
and Wznrworts, or in their interests, with 


Desplaines River into the. west fork connect- 
ing with the South Branch of the Chicago 
River, and with the hope thet the overflow 
would make a permanent canal or slip, 
which, thus connected with the Chicago 
River, would become of great value for dock- 
age, warehouse, and manufacturing uses. It 
was apprehended at once that this diversion 
of the Desplainek would carry a large amount 
of alluvial into both the Chicago River and 
the canal, and the owners of the land were 
remonstrated with, but in vain. The city 
authorities, under the direction of Mayor 
Corvm's predecessor, assumed the responsi- 
bility of damming. the ditch at its junction 
with the Desplaines; and, had this dam 
been maintained, the subsequent injury 
would have been averted. But the 
dam was removed by order of the property- 
owners, and Mayor Col vm was importuned 
in vain to interfere withit. During his ad- 
ministration the Ogden Ditch was contribut- 
ing sediment and mud to both the Chicago 
River and the canal by thousands of cubic 
yards. Mayor Heats was finally prevailed 
upon to order the construction of a tempo- 
rary dam, but this is two feet lower than the 
natural banks of the Desplaines River, there 
is now six inches of waterrunning over it, and 
it is apprehended that the first high water in 
spring will cut around the dam, and an in- 
creased quantity of material be plowed out 
and sent forward into the canal and . river. 
The sum of $16,475 has been expended this 
year alone in dredging the canal, which is 
chargeable to the Ogden Ditch, and the 
Canal Superintendent estimates that the 
total cost of removing the deposit made by 
this ditch in the canal will not fall short of

given. This passes from mouth to mouth as 
indicating a disposition to run on the bank 
in every case where the checks agaifist it in 
the Clearing-House amount to more than 
the checks it holds against other banks. 
Thus, during the flurry consequent upon the 
suspension of the Third National and Central 
National, the status in the Clearing-House of 
two or three banks under suspicion was 
watched with general interest as a means of 
ascertaining whether there was a run on 
them or not. As a matter of fact, a balance 
for or against a bank in the Clearing-House 
is no indication whatever of the condition of 
its deposits; indeed, a balance against a 
bank is as likely to be an indication of in- 
creased business as of a loss of business. 

A few instances will serve to show the 
actual working of these clearings. Bank A 
may receive a deposit of $200,000 in cur- 
rency to-day, out of which the depositor 
may immediately check $150,000; the checks 
he gives pass through the other banks, and 
so into the Clearing-House. If all the other 
transactions of Bank A with other banks are 
about balanced in the clearings, then Bank 
A will apparently be $150,000 behind in the 
day’s operations. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, Bank A will have increased its deposits 
by $50,000 by the transaction, notwith- 
standing the showing in the Clearing-House 
that it had been beat $150,000.” So in 
the matter of exchanges. Bank A may pur- 
chase $100,000 of New York exchanges and 
give its checks for the amount, which pass 
through the Clearing-House against it, while 
the exchanges for this amount may already 
have been sold at a profit. The balance 
against Bank A in the Clearing-House, which 
is apparently a relative decrease of business, is 
in this case really indicative of increased busi- 
ness. The same is true in the case of ex- 
changes deposited and checked against by 
the depositor. So, when a bank advances 
money on grain-receipts or other collateral, 
the borrower leaves the money on deposit 


tainly support one wife, and most of the 
young mén of the day could easily give up 
two and still have a large variety on hand.” 

The question of extravagance is really a 
question of morals rather than of social 
economy. Extravagance is not reached until 
expenditure passes the limits of income, and 
if that is not immoral, it ought to be, be- 
cause it entails cheating somebody.

consequently, the creditor must be defrauded 
of his money. That there are women who 
transgress these bounds, as well as men, and 
that there are men who live beyond their in- 
comes on account of women, is unquestion- 
able, and extravagance of this sort is simply 
criminal. So long, however, as girls are 
satisfied with an expenditure within legiti- 
mate income there is no ground for charges 
of extravagance. When they exceed those 
limits there is no excuse or defense 
to be made. It. is criminal. The writer of 
the article in question closes with a very 
patriotic and gallant declaration, which 
is somew gushing in ite character. He 
says: ‘* Admitting fora moment that our 
American girls are exceptionally fast ad ex- 
travagant in every particular charged, the 
only way we can judge of the consequences 
to themselves or others is by noting the ef- 
fect upon their lives. However wild 
and foolish they may be when girls, it must 
be conceded that marriage or advancing age 
changes the current of their lives into a qui- 
eter, steadier stream. Having enjoyed their 
share of the pleasures, they are the more 
willing to accept their portion of the sorrows 
of life.” There is a certain degree of con- 
solation in all this; but the writer's conclu- 
sion would have been more complete had he 
gone over the whole ground. If he had 
done so, he would have found that some 
women do not sow their wild oats until their 
husbands are in the Bankruptcy Courts or 
the Penitentiary, and that this is only Wing

is sald as regards 
the substances out of 
Constitution which makes gold and silver the 
only metals that can be legally coined into 
money; there is nothing in the Constitution 
which forbids the coining of platinum, which is 
white and bright IKe silver, heavier than gold, 


and nearly as valuable per ounce. There is. 


nothing in the Constitution te prevent the coin- 
ing of tin or any metal that would be suitable 
for money. Congress has coined nickel and 
copper as money, aud made them legal-tender 
for small amounts: Congress can make them 
legal-tender for larger amounts. The presump- 
tion in law is, that an act of Congress is consti- 
tutional, and it must be so » respected, 
and obeyed until the Supreme Court declares 
the contrary. Copper coins have been legal- 
tenders by act of Congregs from the beginning 
of the Government, and @ickels for a num- 
ber of years. (The Director of the 
Mit reports that two years ago there 
had been issued fiye millions of dollars 
of these legal-te nickel coins.) The Su- 
preme Court has never denied the power of Con- 
gress to make them a legal-tender, and, until it 
does, copper and nickel coins are as valid legal- 
tender to the amount fixed by act of Congress 
as silver and gold. It is rather presumptuous 
for the editor of the Journal to usurp the o- 
tions of the Supreme Court and declare 
minor-coin law unconstitutional. But what be- 
comes of greenbacks under such dictum? 
„Congress may borrow money on the credit of 
the United States,“ says the Constitution. It 
issued 400 millions of legal-tender notes, and 
borrowed them back several times over. If they 
were not “money,” then its loans are illegal 
and void, and it does not owe any debt. As be- 
fore stated, the Journal has been “ trifling with 
its readers in a most disreputable manner en 
the coin question.

$75,000. If the damage be permitted to 
continue, the State will have an enormous 
annual burden, and perhaps be unable to 
keep the canal in a navigable condition. 

The interest of the City of Chicago in this 
matter is as lively as that of the State, for 
the danger threatening the canal is equally 
menacing to the Chicago River, and a 
menace to the Chicago River is a blow at 
Chicago’s commerce.

The increased dimensions of these drains are 
noticeable every few months, and they are 
only enlarged by the deepening and widen- 
ing caused by washing out their beds into the 
ditch, and so into the west fork, the South 
Branch, and the main bed of the Chicago 
River; thus they fill up the river and impede 
the current into the canal, which, during 
most of the year, is the main reli- 
ance for its purification. The damming 
of the Ogden Ditch where it joins the 
Desplaines River does not remove the wash- 
ing out of the Cicero drains, though there 
will then be less current to carry the mud

Review of the Testimony in the Famous 
Trial at Rome—Is She Antonelli’s Daugh- 
ter ? 


London Daily News. 

Roms, Dee. 3.— ‘Romance of the Forum“ 
receives its latest and not least striking congrt- 
bution from no less a quarter than the Vatican. 
Yes, in the rooms immediately above the Ponti- 
fical apartments ‘begins the story whose subse- 
quent scenes are enacted in many other locali- 
ties of the Holy City.—scenes which offer in 
strange but instructive medley traits of char- 
acter and conflict of motives at once racy of 
Roman soil and universal in their interest. Let 
the curtain rise on any one of them and the 
mind is at once arrested and riveted on the 
singular tableau.

The natives 
for hundreds of miles drew their supplies from 
that natural deposit, arid to procure it any- 
where else would have necessitated a journey 
through a vast wilderness 2 700 miles in 
breadth. The firm of Foster, Ludlow & Co., of 
New York, ver recent iy hased this salt-lake 
and they appointed one Judge Howard in tnat 
section as their agent to protect the salt, and to 
assess a royalty of about 20 cents u every 

anaga (about three bushels) taken therefroni. 

his proceeding caused an intense excitement 
among tie people, and they considered it a great 
outrage and a monstrous r their 
rights. They refused to pay the royalty or tax, 
aud out of that refusal the first troubles com- 
menced. The mapas bog in fact everybody, 
were disposed to resist Judge Howard’s de- 
mands.

Cardis’ followers are 
determined to avenge his wro and the fight 
now is between his followers and the supporters 
of Judge Howard and his salt levy. 

Judge Howard is a San Antonio lawyer. He 
went to El Paso about seven years ago. 
about 35, five feet nine inches tall, stout, light 
complexion, and has the finest teeth of anv 
man 1 ever saw. He is a very pleasant man, 
speaks Spanish fluentiy, and Democratic in 
politics. 

Cardis was a tall, sinewy Italian, hair black 
and tinged with gray, 4 or 48 years old, and 
kept a small store at EI Paso. He was a great 
favorite among the people, was thelr adviser in 
nearly all things, and tney bad unbounded con- 
fidence in him. They ry to represent 
them in the Legislaturé, and commissioned him 
to relieve them of the salt tax. He dad the 
contract to carry the mail to Fort Quitman, and 
I had the contract for the other end of the line, 
in the service of the Texas & California Stage 
Company. He employed a large number of 
men, and he influenced thousands.

FATHER CURCI. 


Why Me Was Obliged to Leave the Society 
of Jesuits—His Views on the Relation Be- 
tween the Holy See and the Italian Gov- 
ernment—A Letter from the General of the 
Company of Jesui ts. 

| Correspondence of the Churchman. 

Geneva, Dec. 1.—The great interest which 
has been awakened in Europe by the events 
connected with the withdrawal of Father Curci 
from the Jusuits warrants a more detailed 

tement of them than I have yet seen in the 

7 erican papers. 

Father Curci is a Neapolitan by birth, and 
has belonged to the Company of Jesus for filty- 
one years. He is, therefore, well advanced in 
life. He is distinguished for his ability, learn- 
ing, industry, and eloquence, being both an 
able writer and an attractive and powerful 
preacher. He was one of the founders of the 
Ulvilia Cattolica, the great organ of the Jesuits, 
and went with it te Rome on its removal there 
alter the restoration of Pius IX. No one who 
recalls the twenty years from that date to the 
Vatican Council ean forget the service which 
that paper did to the Ultramontane cause. On 
the arrival of the Italiaus, in 1870, the Jesuits 
removed their headquarters to -Fiesola, near 
Florence, and took with them the Civilta, and 
Father .Curci, its editor. He became dis- 
tinguished in Florence for his sermons and 
lectures, and his Advent and Lent discourses 
were N attended. 

But in spite of the prohlbitory rules of the 
Company the father was bold enough to express, 
in a pre to “Lectures on the Gospels“ as 
well as in private conversations, some views on 
the ut situation of the Roman Church, 
which were suflicient to call forth a warning 
from his General that he must obey the Jesuit 
rules and publish nothing without approval. 
He was obedient. But be conceived some views 
on the relation betweea the of See and the 
italian Government which he telt compelled to 
express. He could not utter them in public, but 
in 1875 be addressed a confidential memoir to 
the Pope, of which he retained a copy. And 
this was the substance of what he advised: 

He contended ghat in the actual state of things 
the restoration of the temporal power is a mani- 
fest impossibility. The Kingdom of Italy is an 
established fact. Theonly resuit of the present 
relations between the Church and State has 
been to drive the Italian Government into an 
alliance with Germany, and to allenate multi- 
tudes from the former who @e devoted to the 
1 aud independence of Italy. To win them 
back, concord must be established between the 
two Powers. It is Petter to do it now, because 
the. present King is more friendly to the 
C than nis successor will be. That the 
Pope, by surrender 


an illusory and harrass- 
ing position, could thus become virtual King of 
Lialy, and that he, with the Bishops. and clergy 
controlling the minds of the people, using the 
press, while according free discussion accord- 
ing to the Constitution, would be able to 
secure the deputies, the aristocracy being 
secured, seemed quite feasible to the writer. 
Thus the Governmeet would become thoroughly 
Catholic, and would win to it all the other 
Catholic countries. Nay, even Engiatd might 
be expected to join in such a Holy Alliance” 
—a covert compliment, perhaps, to certain 
notorious influences now p ing in the Brit- 
ish Colonial Office. 

Pius IX., after reading this Utopian pro- 
gramme, caused a copy of the memoir to be 
made and sent to the General of the Jesuits, 
Beckx, with the indorsement. issue of im- 
pertinences and follies!” Under the storm 
that was raised against him, Curci was forced to 
apologize and to promise that he would say 
no more in public on the subject. The ir- 
reconciables, not satisfied with this humilia- 
tion, secured the withdrawal of his license to 

reach.

A Sunday at the Hotel des Invalides. 
New York Evening Post. 

Ona bright Sunday moyaing the writer and 
his traveling companion had taken an omnibus 
at St. Sulpice, intending to get out at the Pont 
de Jena, and then walk over to the other side 
of the Seine. On arriving at the Pont de |’ Alma 
we noticed so much stiramong the idlers on 
the quay that it seemed worth while to stop and 
learn the cause. We soon found that some- 
thing of interest was drawing people in the di- 
rection of the Hotel des Invalides, where the 
First Napoleon guarded by the few sur- 
—— veteraus of his armies,in one of the 
grandest resting-places provided for the ashes 
of mortal man. upposi the 
persons whom we saw strolling 
— — were making a holiday visit to this 
celebrated tomb, we decided to take the oppor- 
tunity, as we were so near, to see it also. To our 
disappointment, however, the tomb was not 
open to visitors at this time, and we were 
obliged to contert ourselves with seeing what 
we could as we walked about the adjoining 


buil and grounds. 

The Hotel des Invalides is an immense buiida- 
ing or p of pony, rected by the 
Grand Monarque,”’ Louis „us an asylum 


for wounded soldiers. It is said to contain 
more than twenty courts, and has an rm yw | 
front on the esplanade of more than feet. 
The famous Tomb of Napoleon is in the crypt 
of the church, beneath the dome. There, too, 
are the tombs of two of the peror’s Mar- 
shals, Bertrand and Duroc. 

The great court, called the Court of Honor, 
into which we now passed, is a bare, open, quad- 
rangular plaza. surrounded byme arcade, on the 
inner walls of which are rude frescoes represent- 
ing scenes from the early and in some respects 
legendary history of France. The qu le 
was at the time comparatively deserted, but 
knots of old warriors in their simple uniforms of 
blue were gathering at different points. Some

open ranks. : 

They were a company of men still, 
and conscious of their own grandeur and im- 
portance.

PINE MARTENS. 

The first in point of value is the pine marten, 
or «udson’s Bay sable, of which about 120,000 
skins, on an average, are exported every year. 
The martens or sables from this region are not 
considered so valuable furs as the sables of 


varieties are in reality one and the same species, 
the difference in temperature and other local 
causes readily accounting for the better quality 
of the Russian fur.* In the difference 
between the two is not always discernible, the 
lighter colored skins being usually dyed and 
sold as Russian sable. The winter fur is the 
most valuable, and the Indian trappers say the 
Urst fall of rain, after the snow disappears, 
spoils the marten. When caught the animal is 
skinned like a rabbit, the péltry being inverted 
as it is removed, then drawn over a flat, board, 
and dried in the sun. The animals haunt the 
pine forests. especially where fallen or dead 
timber abounds, and are mostly caught in the 
style of trap known as the dead-iall. This 
consists of a small circular fence of wood about 
fourteen inches high. This circle is left open 
on one side, and across the aperture a small 
tree-trunk is laid, with one end resting on the 
ground. Inside the circle a forked stick holds 
a small bait of meat. This forked stick is set 
80 as to support another small piece of wood, 
upon which iu turn rests the f-uplifted log. 
Puli the bait stick, and you let slip the small 
supporting one, waich in turn lets the hor- 
izontal log. Numbers of these traps are erected 
in the w the trapper sometimes having a 
line of dead-falls ten or fifteen miles in length, 
and visiting them once a week. A good marten 
ski worth in trade from $2.50 to $8 The 
best skins come from the far North, being 
darker and finer furred than others. 
THE FISHER. 

The fisher is much like the pine marten, but 
larger. Just why he is called a fisher I cannot 
imagine, as he does not catch fish, or go near 
the water except when compelled to swim a 
stream. He climbs readily, but is trapped like 
the marten. Tue tall is very long and bushy, 
and at one time a A was carried on in 
them, only the tails being worn by the Polish 
Jew merchants. About 12,000 are ennually ex- 
ported from the territory. The average trade 
price is from $2.50 to The fisher in full 
ng coat makes a finer suit of furs than the 
sable. 

MINKS AND RACCOONS, 

The mink is vastly inferior to either fisher or 
marten in the quality of fur, and its habits are 
entirely different. It frequents streams and 
water-courses, and feeds upon fish, crabs, etc. 
The Indian hunter catches it with a steel trap, 
baited generally with fish. The trade price is 
about 50 cents a skin. About 250,000 skins are 
exported, the majority of which ultimately go 
to the Continent of Europe, 

The raccoon is widely scattered over the 
territories of the Company, about 520,000 skins 
being purchased and exported every year. The 
raccoons are generally shot, but a few are taken 
in steel traps. The fur is not very valuable, 
being priucipally used in making carriage-rugs, 
and in lining inferior cloaks and coats. 

COSTLY FOX FUR. 

The most valuable fur traded by the Company 
is that of the black and silver foxes. There are 
three apecies of fox found in the territory,—the 
black or cross, the silver, and the red fox. The 
two former are considered to be only varieties 
of the latter; as in any large collection of skins 
every intermediate tint of color, changing by 
* ya gradations from the red into the cross, 
and from the cross futo the silver and blaek, 
may be found, rendering it difficult even for the 
trader to decide which of the varieties a skin 
really belongs to. The Indians also assert that 
cubs of the three varieties are constantly seen 
in the same litter. The silver and cross fox 
skins bring from 640 to $50 each; the red fox is 
— 4 — about five to eight shillings. About 
50 red foxes, 4,500 cross, and 1,000 silver 
are annually exported, The silver fox fur is 
almost entirely sold to Chinese and Russian 
dealers. 

THE DECLINE IN DEMAND FOR BBAVER-SKINS. 

To illustrate the difference tn the trade in 
beaver now as compared with what it was before 
the introduction of silk is the napping of hats, 
} may mentigu that in 1748 the Company sold in 

zugland 26,150 skins, and more than 127,000 
were exported and sold at Rochelle, in France. 
In 1788 Canada alone supplied 176,000, and in 
1808 again 126,927 skins. About 60,000 are now 
brought annually from the Company’s territories. 
So much was this fur in demand before the 
introduction of silk and rabbits’ furs, that the 
poor little rodent in some districts is entirely 
exterminated. The principal use made of the 
fur now is in the manulactare of bonnets in 
France, and in making cloaks. The long hair is 
pulled out and the under-tur shaved down 
close and even by a machine; some of it is still 
felled into a kind of cloth, The beaver is a very 
difficult animal to trap, but is, nevertheless, rap- 
idly disappearing from the great fur preserves 
of the North. * 

MUSK-RATS. 


The musk-rat is similar in many of its habits 
to the beaver. Indeed, some of the species 
build their houses precisely as the beaver does. 
The hunters 8 spear them through 
the walls and Tools of their dwellings: Tae 
annual destruction of these little animals, 
though immense, many hundreds of thousands 
being yearly exported, does not serve greatly to 
diminish their numbers. The fur is of very 
little value, being used in the coarsest manu- 
tactures, Large bundles of the taile of the 
musk-rat are constantly expose for sale in the 
bazaars of Constantinople as articles per- 
fuming clothing. 

THE LYNX AND SBA OTTER. 

The lynx or wild-cat is found in considerable 
numbers throughout the territory. Its fur, 
however, though . marked, is not oi much 
value. Of wolf skins t 15,000 are annually 
exported, and of the land-otter about 17,000 
skins are often brogired The fur of the sea 
otter, though the t valuabie fur traded, is 
Very difficult to obtain. Tue animal ranges 
along the sea coast between California and 
Alaska, and appears to be a connecting link 
between the true seal and the land otter. It is

CHEAP SKINS. 

The coarse fur of the wolverine or American 
glutton is used mostly in the manufacture of 
muffs and linings, and is of comparatively little 
value.

THE DRAMA. 
MR. D. H. HARKINS. 
PLAYING RICHARD TO oute. 

It will be quite the appropriate thing for Mr. 
D. H. Harkins to do, on departing from Chi- 
cago,to bold up beseeching hands to just 
Heaven,“ and say, O save me from my admir- 
ing friends.“ Mr. Harkins came here to play a 
brief engagement at the Adelphi, and he began 
well, winning general approbatiqu for his intel- 
ligent and spirited rendering of Jack Cade. He 
might have played it all the week to the satis- 
faction of the public, and of the manager of the 
Adeiphi, but in an evil hour a select throng 
of the admirers clustered around the tragedian. 
They “flattered him like a dog; told him there 
were white hairs in his beard before the black 
ones came there.” They prepared a 
petition in which occurred the phrases, schol- 
arly rendering,“ masterly conception,“ and a 
deal of skimble-skamble stuff of the like na- 
ture; had it signed by the customary signers 
for benefits—ali the familiar names appearing 
on the list, all but that of Dan O'Hara, who 
was unfortunately gone from the sphere. They 
informed Mr. Harkins—these people of im- 
portance—that they could not be at peace in 
their graves until they had seen and heard him in 
some of the masterpieces of the immortal bard 
who swanned on Avon (a river in Warwick- 


shire, England), and they concluded to invite 


him to play Richard III.“ 

It was Mr. Harkins’ mis fortune to give attent- 
‘ve heed to these siren voices. Perhaps he 
had some ambition in that direction himself, 
or perhaps it was merely his good-na- 
ture that induced him to comply. At 
any rate, he did comply, and succeeded in 
reaching a bad eminence. Of all the perform- 
ances of King Richard,“ that acheived by the 
entire company op Friday evening seemed to be 
the worst ever witnessed in a Chicago theatre. 
It was hardly possible to expect anything else 
under the circumstances, and it is perhaps un- 
fair to impute to Mr. Harkins the blame which 
is due to his injudicious friends. A play writ- 
ten by Shakspeare requires some preparation on 
the part of the actors. In this case the lines 
were evidently studied between acts, and an 
enormous responsibility was thrown upon the 
prompter. Mr. Harkins himself was very im- 
perfect. He exhibted anything but scholarship. 
He invented phrases that are not to be 
found either in Shakspeare or Colley 
Cibber; he roared when there was 
occasion for cooing, and, as it seemed, deliber- 
ately placed the wrong emphasis whenever there 
was an opportunity. It is impossible to say 
what Mr. Harkins might do with Aichard after 
careful rehearsal and diligent study, but his ex- 
hibition of Friday evening inclined the audience 
of admirers to think that they had made a mis- 
take in their calculations. It did not seem 
likely that Mr. Harkins could, with evér so much 
preparation, present an intelligible Richard. His 
reading was incorrect, his make-up was a singu- 
lar admixture of foppery and clumsiness, and 
his gait was an awkward imitation of Mr. 
Booth’s limp. 

As for the company, their performance was 
lamentable, and gave the entertainment the ap- 
pearance of a buriesque. Their pronunciation 
was, in general and in particular, detestable. 
Tuny called “strike” storike, and “music” 
me-you-sick, and, in short, guved“ the play 
throughout in a remarkably unconscious but 
Most unmistakabie manner.

THE UNPRETENTIOUS BUT REALLY VERY so- 
CESSFUL SEASON OF OPERA 
by the Hess Troupe bas glosed, and the singers 
are pow on their way te Milwaukee. Of the 
performances we need hardly speak, as we have 
already noticed them im detail day by day. 
Looking at them as a whole, however, the 
troupe deserves credit, Miss Melville especially, 
as she has labored under severe physical indis- 
position during the entire two weeks. While 
the very organization of the troupe must bar it 
from performing anything heavier than Fra 
Diavolo“ or The Bohemian Girl,“ it is adapted 
admirably to its repertoire, which is comprised

‘Villars’ Dragoons,” and Ambroise Thomas’ 
“Summer, Night's Dream.“ While the most 
positive success was won inthe first named, 
which could hardly bave been done 
better if it had been written for the troupe, 
the other two were also excellently given, and 
with only these three works, which represent a 
school almost unkoown im this country, Mr. 
Hess ought to have a thoroughly successful 
season. Miss Melville, as a light comedy 
actress and singer, has made herself a general 
favorite, and Mlle. Isidora Martinez, thouga pot 
a stranger here, has made a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with our musical public and m- 
proved upon the acquaintance. The other art ts 
of tue troupe, well known here, have acquitied 
themselves with great credit, and the season 
which has now closed will jeave behind it many 
pleasant memories. 
THE HEKSHEY SCHOOL RECEPTION. 

The Pupils’ Reception” at the Hershey 
School of Musical Art on Friday evening was 
one of the most elegant and artistic affairs of 
the season, and was listened to by a splendid 
audience. Mr. A. F. McCarrell opened tne con- 
cert with a Bach prelude, which he played with 
remarkable clearness and artistic phrasing, 
showing not only careful study, but talent of no 
ordinary quality. Master Leon Vel Mott played 
the first two movements of Mendelssohn’s G 
minor concerto, with organ accompaniment by 
Mr. Eddy. it was quite a remarkable perform- 
ance, considering tue extreme youth of the 
player (only 11 years). The difficulties of the 
work were overcome in a manner that 
would do credit to many an oider per- 
former. He has great talent, aud with 
patient study may accomplish great things in 
his art. He is by nO means to be classed among 
those infant prodigies which appear and disap- 
pear like meteors, for there is nothing abnormal 
about his growth. It is simply a case of unusual 
musical talent carefully cultivated. He is a ba- 
tient, hard worker. Mary P. Hendrick 
sang Dehn, per questo instante” from Mo- 
zart’s Titus iu a care and appreciative 
manner, evineing marked brovement since 
her last appearance. Meg. Lizzie D. L. Hen- 
drickson in the Staccato * by Mulder, 
displayed a voice of wonderial compass, inas- 
much as she sang F in alt with apparent ease. 
On the whole, however, her effort was not a 
marked success. It gave proof of careful training 
and much — but the introduction was very 
defective, which is a sufficiently grievous fauit. 
Mr. L. J. Henderson’s rendering of the Beetho- 
ven Sonata in E flat, op. 27, was an exhibition 
of fine musical perceptions. The Andante was 
played with feeling and artistic repose, and af- 
forded a fine contrast to the brilliancy and spirit 
of the finale. Miss Mira Rommeiss sang Mer- 
kel’s splendid hymn, ** Show Thy Mercy, Lord,“ 
in a manner fully worthy of the composition. 
Her tones were rich and fuli, and especially in 
the lower register, of thrilling pathos. The 
vocal trio. Speed Thee, Little Boat,” by Miss 
Hitz and the Misses Rommeiss, was sung with 

reat precision and taste, the voices blend- 

ng beautifully. iss Eva Mayers played 
the Capriccio Brillante in minor 
very @effectively, She has a_ clear, 
crisp touch and fine technique. 
Her performance was remarkable for its appro- 
priate shading as well as for its brilliant execu- 
tion. These qualities in connection with her 
excellent memory give much promise for her 
future. Miss Grace A. Hiltz sang the scena and 
aria from Der Freischuetz without. notes. The 
recitatives were given withgreat dramatic power 
and refinement. Every word was spoken so as 
to be coaily understood, and the tones of her 
voice in the lovely Prayer were sweet and liquid. 
The aria was delivered with fire and passion and 
made a fine impression. Of Miss Hiltz and Miss 
Rommeiss it may be remarked that they are 
pupils of unusual promise, and each has the 
power to attain a high position if the power to 
persevere in patient study be not lacking. 

Miss Carrie J. Kingman, the lady organist, of 
whom the school is justiy proud, played the 
immensely difficult theme and variations in A 
flat by Thiele, ina masterly manner. No lady 
in America has, we belie , gone so far in or- 
gan-plaving, and Miss Kingman deserves the 
warmest congratulations for her successful per- 
formance. In conquering these variations she 
bas reached a position where difficulties lie be- 
hind her, and has given those musical manifes- 
tations which entitled her to be ranked, not 
merely as an organ-player, but as an artist—a 
term as rarely deserved as it is frequently mis- 


used.

PIANO KECITAL IN BOSTON.

PARIS. 
THE “POLYEUCTR”’ SCANDAL. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Parts, Dec. 5.—It is now, as nearly as possi- 
ble, two years since ail Paris was set in commo- 
tion by one of the strangest stories imaginable. 
The hero and heroiue (for there was a heroine) 
were Charles Gounod and a mysterious English 
lady of the name of Weldon. Such accounts of 
the affair as we got were necessarily confused, 
contradictory, and difficult to unravel. The 
personal apiusus shown bv all concerned made 
us doubt even the little we could understand; 
but that little was sufficiently curious. Accord- 
ing to the popular version, Charles. Gounod, 
who during the Prussian war had emigrated to 
England, had made the acquaintance in London 
of a

living at Tavistock House, the former abode of 
Dickens. Who or what Mr. Weldon was, we 
knew not, but it seemed his wife was a singer, 
possessed of an extraordinary voice, and mar- 
velously beautiful and fascinating. Gounod 
had fallen into the power of this modern en- 
chantress, and, careless of all duties he might 
owe to his wife and children (who were in Paris) 
and to his native land, had given himself up so 
utterly to the subtle spells woven about him, 
that not only was he living ontermsof the 
closest and most scandalous intimacy witb this 
Mrs. Weldon, but he was on the ery point of 
renouncing his own nationality and becoming a 
naturalized Englishman. 

Vague rumors of all this, set afloat in Paris, 
reached the ears of the public. The indignation 


renegade, Mrs. Weldon 
A BRAZEN ADVENTURESS, 
and, as for her husband, polite language had no 
word for him. Suddenly, after the reputed 
liaison had lasted three long years, Gounod had 
broken with the siren, and was in Paris. A 
little while after, we heard that he was vainly 
endeavoring, through his friends, to get 
possession. of a quantity of musical 
MSS. which he had left behind him, 
and which Mrs. Weldon was understood to claim 
as her own, in virtue of a gift made her by the 
composer. Amongst these MSS. were the score 
of anew opera comique, Georges Dandin,“ 
several religious compositions, and finally the 
score of ** Polyeucte, which M. Halanzier was 
anxious to mount at the Paris Opera-House. 
Then it was given out that Gounod, sick of vain 
efforts, was doing his best to remedy the loss by 
rewriting the work from memory. The labor and 
difficulty of such an undertaking are, of course, 
prodigious. People grew kinder to the man, and 
gradually came to look upon him 
AS A MARTYR 
hardly lese worthy of admiration than his own 
Polyeucte, or than Wagner's ill-fated hero, Tann- 
hauser. In proportion as the commiseration for 
Gounod grew stronger, the condemnation passed 
on the chanteuse Angiaise, as she was called, be- 
come more and more pitiless. Not only bad she 
harmed her victim morally, but she had cheated 
and adused him shamefully in money matters. 
Meanwhile the second MS. of ** Polyeucte™ was 
being painfully composed. It was near comple- 
tion, when one day we learnt with increasing be- 
wilderment that Mme. Weldon had returned the 
original, together with the manuscrirts of ‘Georges 
Dandin, etc. No more was said about the affair for 
some time,—two years. M. Halanzier was sup- 
d to be busily rehearsing the work, which, as 
have informed you in former letters, was prom- 
ised us for next spring. But the quarrel was 
**scotched,”’ not killed, It has just been revived 
here with complications tenfold greater than ever. 

In point of fact, Gounod’s negotiations with 
M. Halanuzier had, so far as the acceptance of 
**Polyeucte” ie concerned, been perfectly suc- 
cessful. The director undertook to r the heavy 
expense of mounting the opera next year, and the 
composer was to receive 6% per cent on all the 
gross receipts.

The Colored Methodist Episcopal Church is 
an organization in the South composed of for- 
mer members of the M. E. Church, South.

He is described asa native 
of Tennessee, 43 years old, tall, erect, and show- 
ing in his general appearance a preponderance of 
the Anglo-Saxon blood. He was a slave before 
the War, and has never had the N of 
attending school a day in his life.” As a 
preacher his manner is easy and graceful, not 
boisterous, as with many of his race; bu} at all 
times having perfect control of himself and a 
clear understanding of his subject. His style is 
simple and plain and in demonstration of the 
Spirit. Many of us were made truly happy 
under his preaching, and all were deeply im- 
pressed that he is a man of God.“

New Tonk, Sept. 5, 1827. — y Dear Helen: 
Now that I have returned to America, I will 
comply with your request and give you some of 
the particulars of my wedding; but I must first 
2 you a bit of history that necessarily goes 

ore. 

You knew of my engagement to Mr. Clifford 
before you went away, which was the year pre- 
vious to mamma’sdeath. Nothing could have 
been fairer than our prospects. e had the 
approval of all connected with us. My trous- 
seau was in the hands of the best modiste in 
the city. The house we were to occupy, and 
the grounds surrounding it, were undergoing a 
complete transformation. The architects and 
landscape gardeners were urged to put forth 
their skjil to tbe utmost in rendering the whole 
place most beautiful. The upholsterers, too, 
had their orders to spare no pains or expense in 
the interior adornments. . Everything looked so 
bright to me. It was more like some fairy tale 
than anything in real life. It reminded me of 
some lovely dream, the awakening from which 
came all too soon. One morning mamma was in 
her usual health; the next, she was coffined for 
her burial. You who have lost a dear mother 
can tell how hard the blow fell. upon me, so 
suddenly and unexpectedly it (ne. 

Being an only child too, like yourself, I had 
no-one to go to for sympathy but my father, 
and he could give me none. Indeed, it was 1 
who gave him the boon I sought. I never saw 
a man so cast down, so utterly overwhelmed 
by grief. Every hope seemed crushed, every 
ray of light had vanished forever, leaving the 
future dark and gloomy. Mamma bad been his 
first and only love. They bad grown up from 
childhood together. Sne had been all in all to 
him. Now death had come and robbed him of 
his treasure. The soft brown eyes that had 
lighted up so often at his home-coming were 
closed forever. The beautiful lips that had 
spoken 80 many endearing words were cold and 


papa for my sake to be more reconciled, but bis 
efforts were vain. Our old pastor, who had been 
papa’s spiritual guide from boyhood, came, and 
with prayers and tears besought him to bear 
this his first affliction with more of a Christian’s 
fortitude and resignation. At first he would 
not listen to even him, but gradually he grew 
calmer, and after a time tried to say, Thy will 
be done.”’ 

I will pass over the funeral, with its crape and 
flowers, the long procession of mourners, the 
consignment to the tomb of her who was always 
far less of earth than of heaven, and of the ter- 
rible gloom that settled down upon oar once 
happy home. The year which followed was one 
of such extreme misery to me that I can scarce- 
ly endure even the recital of some of the events. 
My father sent to Philadesphia for some distant 
relatives of mamma’s, a widow lady with two 
daughters, to come and remain with us for a 
time, thinking thereby to lighten my load of re- 
sponsibility, and also as a means of lessening 
my grief, which was preying upon me fearfully. 
I tried to tell him that I greatly objected 
their coming, but he would not listen to me, 
thinking, no doubt, that I was in too morbid a 
state to reason on any subject. They came, and 
from that hour I date m unhappiness. Mam- 
ma's death was nothing in comparison. 

Mrs. Sedgewick was a scheming, hypocritical 
woman, with an unsatiable ambition, and her 
daughters were not a whit behind her in any- 
thing, not even in beauty, for they were all 
three remarkably handsome women. 

Kate, the older of the daughters, was a 
queently being, who had her mother’s black hair, 
and even blacker eyes, and whose every motion 
wasacommand. Ella, the younger, who, they 
said, resembled her father. was a little, kitten- 
ish thing, pretending to be much younger than 
she really was, and purring around every one 
who came in her way. Why is % that when we 
meet some persons we lose ourselves, so to 
speak? I have known those who 
more than an ordinary share of self-reliance; 
but let them come iuto the presence of certain 
persons and they were stripped of their indi- 
viduality, putting on such meekness and conde- 
scension that they were most pitiful to see. 
Just so it was with myseif when I came before 
these women. They saw at a glauce the power 
they had over me, and they never lost an oppor- 
tunity while they remained to let me feel it. 
Of course our wedding was postponed for a time, 
and [ afterward learned they had intended it to 
be forever. 

Mr. Clifford was obliged to be absent on busi- 
ness in the South for several months, and dur- 
ing that time — tried every means in their 

wer to accomplish their purpose. They had 
earned of his wealth and position long before 
they came to us, and they had looked weil as to 
the future. Kate was better fitted for his wife 
than I, they had said, and his wife she should 
be if strategy were of any avail.

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Windows—Holiday Shopping and Shoppers 
re Crush at the Toy Stores- The Sequel 
to the Raids on the Saloons—Wit and 
Humor. ; 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Tonk, Dec. 20.—There is a perfect epi- 
demic of show-windows. The stores are all 
broken out with them, and the disease is en- 
tirely beyond the control of the health officers. 
The idea seems to have taken firm hold that the 
merchant who has the largest and most con- 
spicuous windows counts for the largest and 
most conspicuous merchant. Perhaps he does. 
There is philosophy and profit in show-windows, 
not to speak of the art, ingenuity, expense, and 
variety in them. No other city, Paris excepted, 
makes so fine store displays. Everybody here 
goes out to see, and everybody has something 
worth while to go out for. Trade recognizes 
the advantage of attracting people from home, 
and leaves no novel method untried toward this 
end. The common allurement is to find goods 
remarkably cheap in the windows; the common 
practice to buy goods remarkably costly inside. 
The window has done its share, and the sharp 
clerk and vanity do the rest. 

As the show-window mania would lead one to 
infer, the displays this scason are uncommonly 
fine and extensive in all branches of manufac- 
ture. The merchants seem to have anticipated 
that revival of trade which has formed a topic of 
discussion and hope for the past two or three 
years. Nor are they wholly disappointed in the 
present demand. Judging from the stores and 
streets, everybody in the metropolis and its 
vicinity is to have a Christmas present. The 
temptations to buy are scarcely more numerous 
than the persons who roam about with purpose 
to be tempted. At the leading stores it is al- 
most impossible to shop with ease, comfort, or 
reasonable speed. Such

+ writers will throw some light on this question. 


e may note first the three allusions which are 
quoted in nearly every article and book on the 
subject, few writers having thought it worth 
while to search for any more. First comes 
Shakspeare’s ‘* Let us to billiards”; then there 
is the allusion in “A Lament of Charis,” by 
Ben Jonson, where a lady’s nose and cheek are 
said to be “smooth as is the billiard-ball”’; and 
thirdly,the lines in Spenser's Mother Hubbard’s 
Tale,” where billiards are classed with dice, 
cards, and shuttlecocks as a recreation “ mis- 
seeming manly wit.“ Other allusions, how- 
ever, are noticeable. Locke talks of the 
ball obeying the stroke of the billiard stick,“ 
and Boyle of “ivory balls meeting on a billiard- 
table 5 while in Burton’s Auatomy of Melan- 
choly,” among the ordinary recreations” of 
winter, we find mention of “ biiliards,”’ Misson, 
in his travels in England, also mentions the 
game; and Gayton, in his notes to Don Quix- 
ote” (1654), refers to billiards as being played in 
the taverns of that period. Evelyn, writing 
about — years after the above date, de- 
scribes a table he saw in the house of the Portu- 
guese Ambassador, and tells us that the balls 
were struck with a stick shod with brass or sil- 
ver. There is also a reference to billiards in a 
note of a payment made iu the reign of James 
I. where a “ jovner” is credited with the man- 
ufacture of a table of walnut wood. We have

THE BROOKFIELD HARVEST.

The Rev. Mr. Sawyer,.of West Brookfield, 
Vt., possesses a unique treasure in the person 
of a small boy whose inventive powers and de- 
votion to his parents have rarely been paral- 
leled. “He is not precisely what you would 
call a good boy,“ remarked bis father on one oc- 
casion, when his son was led home by the ear by 
an irate minister ot the Methodist denomina-

DEATH OF FLORA TEMPLE. 

Dispatches received in this city yesterday an- 
nounced the death at Philadelphia on the previous 
evening of the world-renowned trotting mare 
Flora Temple, who passed away quietly, having 
been gradually failing in strength for the past two 
years. At the time of her death she was the prop- 
erty of Mr. Aristides Welch, proprictor of the 
Chestnat Hill Stock Farm, and had reached the 
extraordinary age of 32 years. 
name of Flora Temple is a household word wher- 
ever the trotting horse is known, her personal 
and characteristics are unknown 


on the turf was in She was foaled 
in 1845, on the farm of Samuel Welch, near 
Utica, N. Y., and was got by One-Eyed Kentucky 
out of a mare by a spotted Arabian 
horse owned in the vicinity of her birthplace. 
The future Queen of the trotting-turf was an un- 
promising enough looking thing in her infancy. 
and was, like Goldsmith Maid, so unraly that, when 
4 years of age, her breeder did not hesitate to seil 
her toa Mr. Gongdon, of Smyrna, N. I., for the 
paltry sum of $13. Her new owner soon disposed 
of her, and it was not until she fell into the hands 
of Jonathan Vielee, of Dutchess County, N. T., 
whose eye was attracted by her fine points as she 
was being led past his house behind a drover's 
wagon. He secured ber for $175, and before 
long became convinced that in the little bay filly 
be had a trotter of wonderful promise.

may be, while one withont an established pedigree 
is never fooled with, unless, indeed, he shows a 
naturally fast trotting action. 


DEXTER PARK’S COLLAPSE. 
Dexter Park is no more. At least its days of 


usefulness as à race-track are over, and hence- 
forth the scene of so many hotly-contested strug- 
gies between the best running and trotting horses 
in the country will be devoted to the purposes of 
commerce. For several Seasons, owing to its un- 
favorable location, the track has not been a paying 
speculation, anc since the subject of a South Park 
track has been under discussion by those interested 
in turf sports, the Union Stock-Yards Company, 


who owned the land, resolved to use the land 
as a site for a mammoth lumber-yard. The 
present lessees, Messrs, Tucker & Sherman, 
were entitled to possession for another season, but 
acquiesced in the request for a surrender of the 
rignt. The history of Dexter Park is neither a 
long nor eventful one. It was built in 1867, under 
the supervision of Col. George B. Mansur, who 
ran it for three years as the agent of Tucker & 
Sherman, atthe end of which time Mr. J. C. 
Sim , now tarf editor of che California Spi 
of the Times, took charge of affairs, and super- 
vised matters for Messrs. Tucker & Sherman, and 
Gage & Sahwartz, who leased the track for the sea- 
son of 1873. In 1874 it was leased by Mr. 
Maneur, who took hold of the enterprise 
when it was in a very sickly condition 
— — ran things until the close of last sea- 
son. 
placed Dexter Park in the front rank of racing as- 
sociations, so far as square dealing and financia) 
standing is concerned, but he could not make It a 
piace of popular resort, situated, as it was, in the 
midst of slaughter and packing-house and stench 
factories, and accessible only by roads over which 
it was at ali times unpleasant and sometimes even 
dangerous to drive.

NATURAL HISTORY. 


Completion of the Museum at Central Park 
~The Magnitude of the Scheme. 
New York Herald. Dec. 15. 

The new building of the American Museum 
of Naturai History, Seventy-seventh street and 
Eighth avenue (Central Part). was opened for 
special examination yesterday afternoon. This 
structyre is of brick, trimmed with granite, and 
is 70 feet wide and 200 feet long. It has four 
exhibition stories and basement.and attic. The 
walls are 112 feet above the Cellar, and the 
building in every particular, ii the window- 
frames are excepted, is fire-proof. The columns 
are of iron, the beams of the same material, and 
the arches of brick, which are leveled above 
with concrete and then covered with tiling. 
Aithough this building is of imposing 
size and appearance, it is but the one- 
eighteenth of the original scheme of 
the corporation having control of the great

The second story or principal exhibition hall 
has on its side a case showing all the different 
forms of known birds, from the nightingale 
— through the marine specimeus to the 

uin. Then there are a series of cases con- 
— ning the Elliot collection of birde, which 
include all but six or e of the known spe- 
cies of North America. superb Paris col- 
lection of South American birds next demands 
attention. This was purchased of Vereaux, and 
is of great Value. A group of ns, in their 
bronze and gold plumage, will not Mil to attruct 
the visitor. The west side of the hall cont«ins 
the birds of Europe and Asia. 

The gallery floor has among its collections 
stone implements of the Pacific islands and 
masks worn years ago by the savages during 
their religious rites. Then there can be seen a 
series of cases containing pottery from South 
and Central America and It is the fa- 
mous ulers collection. Skulls of various 
races, including the great séries owned by the 
late 2 Meiges, of Peru, also deserve 
notice, as do the skeletons of birds, reptiles,and 
mammals. The birds of Australia, including 
bright colored pheasants and doves, and a b 
of paradise form a rare spectacle. On either 
side of the door are the Chinook mummies from 
the mouth of the Columbia River, and the 
mummies found in Alaska. In the railing cases 
on this floor are a collection of stone imple- 
ments belonging to the uborigines of 
the north of France. With the 
exception of a collection in Abbe- 
ville, France, this lot is the finest in he 
world. A small collection from the Swiss la es 
and from Denmark are worthy of inspection. 
There are also stone implements of the United 
States, and the famous Col. Charles C. Jones, 
Jr.’3 collection of Indian implements can be 
seen. 

The upper story of the building is filled with 
the geological coliection of Prot. James Hall, of 
Albany, N. Y. It contains 7,000 figured speci- 
mens and types, —that is, those which have ap- 
peared in standard works. 

The attic of the building is divided into a 
series of rooms, which are well lighted, heated 
and ventilated, and contains apartments fort 
the safe deposit of specimens, being such ac- 
commodatians which scientific mem require 
when at work. It contains the Jay library on 
conchologyv, presented by Mrs. Wolfe, and it will 
soon receive another library, which is in tran- 
situ. These rooms are for the free use of ge- 
ological surveys, who must frequent the mu- 
seum to compare specimens. Among those who 
will do so are the Director of Survev of the Do- 
minion of Canada, Prof. Hitchcock of New 
Hampshire, the Pennsylvania Survey, the New 
York Survey, and the National Survey of the 
Fortieth Parallel under Clarence King. 

The public opening of the Museum will take 
place on Saturday, the 22d inst., at hal-past 2 
o’elock p. m. The exercises, which take piace 
on the second floor, will consist of addresses by 
Mr. Robert L. Stuart, of the corporation; the 
President of the Department of Parks, President 
of Harvard University, President of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, Mayor Ely, and his Inn the Presi- 
dent of the United States
